TURN FROM TRADITION 
Regardless of one's polilical sentiment, the address of Dwight 
D. Eisenhower at last week's National Republican Convention 
must go on the books as one of the finest speeches in recent 
political history. 
For Mr. Eisenhower, speaking not primarily as a Republican, 
but more like a kindly father of his country, spelled out in so 
many words what is and w hat is not good for America and 
Americans. President Eisenhower spoke of our country’s dreams 
and aspirations for the future, he spoke of America’s potential 
and he spoke of our proper place in the world. 
Dwight David Eisenhower was probably unaware—as indeed 
hr probably is at this very moment— that no Republican presi­ 
dent has ever spoken to his party in this manner before. There 
has never been a Republican president (and no GOP nominee 
with the possible exception of Wendell Wilkie) who has ever 
stated the viws on international relations, organized labor, the 
farmer and public welfare as President Eisenhower did last 
week. Indeed, it was almost as if Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
himself were addressing -ihe delegates in San Francisco. 
Mr. Eisenhower is plainly unaw are—or consciously ignoring 
—the history of his chosen party and the part its nominated 
leaders play in it. Mr. Eisenhower's party in years past—right 
or wrong—has stood for isolationism, laissez-faire, strong busi­ 


ness climates, hard money, a distinct distaste for any segment 
of normally-Democratic organized 
labor and an abhorrence 
of anything which smacked of the welfare state. 
Mr. Eisenhower can be excused from this traditional point of 
view.because the chief executive is woefully unaware of the 
history and the practical and functional aspects of the science 
of politics. (He once asked 
a cabinet meeting while discussing 
a particular problem. “What are you. the administration, going 
1o do about Ihis?” ) (Many 
a Republican congressman has not 
known of an Eisenhower appointment in his district until he 
read it the next morning in the newspapers). 
This Fisnehower turn from the well-established principles of 
the GOP often explains why the chief executive has consist­ 
ently gotten Democratic support in both the Senate and the 
House of Representatives, while the members of his own party 
were in opposition to his plans. Eisenhower has turned the Re­ 
publican ship of state so fast that many of his Republican con­ 
gressmen have been lost at sea. In fact, the ship of state has 
sometimes turned so fast to the port-side that some Republican 
crew members got sea sick and gagged when they thought of the 
old-time captains of Harding, Coolidge, Hoover and Taft. 
Last week, Mr. Eisenhower once again stated ihe new—if not 
borrowed— principles of the Republican party. And what’s more 
he made the Old Guard of the party stand up and lustily shout 
their approval. For this, the entire nation can thank Dwight 
David Eisenhower. 
Thanks 1o this very unpolitical general, the very principles of 
Theodore Roosevelt, Woodrow Wilson and Franklin Delano 
Roosev elt were once again repeated and approved—at a Repub­ 
lican convention, of all places.*

Treat Barley Seed For Smut Con­ 
trol 
Barley seeding time is upon us 
again and there are several things 
fanners should considere at Bar­ 
ley seeding time to insure a good 
crop, says E. B. Nace, Associate 
County Agent. 
One of the first 
considerations 
is soil fertility. Good yields of bar­ 
ley cannot 
be obtained 
without 
adequate plant nutrients. The best 
way to find out what plant foods 
are needed is by a soil test. Most 
of the mineral plant food should 
be disked into the seed bed before 
planting and then apply 35-45 lbs. 
of nitrogen in February or March. 
The second consideration is good 
seed of a recommended variety 
that have been treated to prevnt 
smut and stripe. 
The best varie­ 
ties for New Madrid County are 
Mo. B-400 and Mo. B-475. Both of 
these varieties 
are 
resistant to 
brown loose smut which cannot be 
controlled by seed treatment. Cov 
ered smut, black loose smut and 
stripe can be controlled by treat­ 
ing seed with an organic mercury 
type compound made 
especially 
for seed treatment. 
In view of the fact that a lot of 
the 1956 crop of barley was infest­ 
ed with black loose smut and some 
covered smut, it will pay to treat 
any barley seed you sow. 
If you plan to seed barley, be 
sure the seed you buy is treated, 
or make arrangements 
to treat 
them before sowing. A 17 percent 
smut infestation will cut a 40 bush­ 
el yield to 33 bushels.

•o m plo t at the left. This is a result o f a two -po und applicatio n o f 
Simazin two day s after the co rn was planted early in May . At the right, 
Fletehall po ints o ut the height o f weeds in an adjacent co m plo t treated 
with IV2 po unds o f 2, 4 -D, the currently reco mmended chemical weed 
co ntro l fo r much o f Misso uri’s co rn acreage. Neither plo t was cultiv ated. 
Simazin's stro ng po int is its ability to ho ld bro ad-leafed weeds and

Regardless of o n e 's political sentim ent, the address of Dwight 
D 
Eisenhow er a t last week s N ational Republican C onvention 
m ust go on th e books as one of th e finest speeches in recent 
political history. 
For Mr. E isen h o w er, speaking not prim arily as a Republican, 
but more like a k in d ly father of his country, spelled out in so 
m any w ords w h a t is and w hat is n o t good for A m erica and 
Americans. P re s id e n t Eisenhow er spoke of our country’s d ream s 
and aspirations fo r the future, he spoke of America's potential 
and ho spoke of o u r p roper place in th e world. 
Dwight D avid E isenhow er w as p ro b a b ly u n a w a re --as indeed 
he probably is a t this very m om ent— that no Republican p resi­ 
dent has ev er sp o k e n to his p arty in this m anner before. T h ere 
has never been a Republican president (and no GOF nom inee 
with th e possible exception of W endell Wilkie) w ho has ev er 
stated the viw s on international relations, organized labor, the 
farm er and p u b lic w elfare as P re sid e n t Eisenhower did last 
week. Indeed, it w as almost as if F ran k lin Delano Roosevelt 
himself w ere ad d ressin g -the delegates in San Francisco. 
Mr. E isenh ow er is plainly u n a w a re —o r consciously ignoring 
— the history of his chosen p a rty and the part its nom inated 
leaders play in it. Mr. Eisenhow er’s p a rly iii years p ast— right 
or w rong— has stood for isolationism, laissez-faire, strong bu si­ 
ness climates, h a rd money, a distinct distaste for any segm ent 
of norm ally-D cm o eratic organized 
labor and an abhorrence 
of anything w*hich sm acked of the w elfare state. 
Mr. E isen ho w er can be excused from this traditional point of 
view because th e chief executive is woefully u n aw are of the 
history and th e practical and functional aspects of Ihe science 
of polities. (H e once asked a cabinet meeting while discussing 
a p articular p rob lem , “ W hat are you. the administration, going 
to do about th is? ” ) (M any a R epublican congressman has not 
know n of an E isenhow er app oin tm ent in his district until he 
road it the next m orning in the n ew sp ap ers). 
This Eisnehow ei tu rn from the w ell-established principles of 
the C O P often ex plain s w hy the chief executive has consist­ 
ently gotten D em ocratic support in both the S ena'e and th e 
House of R epresentatives, w hile th e m em bers of his own p a rty 
w ere in opposition to his plans. E isenh ow er has turned the R e ­ 
publican ship of state so fast that m a n y of his Republican c on ­ 
gressmen have b een lost at sea. In fact, the ship of state has 
sometimes tu rn e d so fast to the p o rt-sid e that some Republican 
crew m em bers got sea sick and gagged w h en they thought of the 
old-tim e cap ta in s of H arding, Coolidge, Hoover and Taft. 
Last w eek, M r. Eisenhow er once ag ain stated the new —if not 
borrow ed—principles of the R epublican p arty. And w h a t’s m o le 
he made the Old G uard of the p a rty stan d up and lustily shoul 
their approval. For this, the en tire nation can thank Dwight 
David Eisenhow er. 
Thanks to this very unpolitical general, the very principles of 
Theodore Roosevelt, Woodrow W ilson 
and F ranklin D elano 
Roosevelt w ere once again repeated and ap p ro v ed —at a R ep ub ­ 
lican convention, of all places.

Treat Barley Seed For Smut Con­ 
trol 
Barley seeding time is upon us 
again and there are several things 
farmers should considere at B ar­ 
ley seeding time to insure a good 
crop, says E. B. Nace, Associate 
County Agent. 
One of the first 
considerations 
is soil fertility. Good yields of b ar­ 
ley cannot 
be 
obtained 
without 
adequate plant nutrients. The best 
way to find out what plant foods 
are needed is by a soil test. Most 
of the mineral plant food 
should 
be disked into the seed bed before 
planting and then apply 35-45 lbs. 
of nitrogen in February or March. 
The second consideration is good 
seed of a 
recommended 
variety 
that have been treated to prevnt 
smut and stripe. 
The best varie­ 
ties for New Madrid County 
are 
Mo. B-400 and Mo. B-475. 
Both of 
these varieties 
are 
resistant 
to 
brown loose smut which cannot be 
controlled by seed treatment. Cov 
ered smut, black loose smut and 
stripe can be controlled by treat­ 
ing seed with an organic mercury 
type compound made 
especially 
for so.d treatm ent. 
In view of the fact that a lot of 
the 1956 crop of barley was infest­ 
ed with black loose smut and some 
covered smut, it will pay to treat 
any barley seed you sow. 
If you plan to seed barley, be 
sure the seed vou buy is treated, 
or make arrangem ents 
to treat 
them before sowing. 
A 17 percent 
smut infestation will cut a 40 bush­ 
el yield to 33 bushels.
